Ashley standing by his bed with
a smoking .32 calibre revolver
in her hand. He said that she
then shot him in the right side.

Pulling himself toward the
telephone in the living room, de-
spite his open wounds, he saw
his wife run into the unoccupied
guest bedroom, He heard another
shot, and through the open door
saw his wife lying on the floor
of the room,

MRS, ASHLEY UNCONSCIOUS
